A trunk which had belonged to a white 
man, who was murdered at Chinaman Hat, 
forty miles from Bella Bella, has been fonnd 
in the woods near where the murder was 
perpetrated, fil’ed with clothing and other 
articles. An Indian named Beter was tried 
at Victoria for the murder, and acquitted a 
short time ago. A canoe which had belonged 
to the murdered man was fonnd in tho same 
forest, covered with brush aud sticks.

THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE TROUBLE. 
There has been a great deal of growling 
on the part of foreign agitators that 
the opening of the Brooklyn and 
New Yora suspension bridge was ap­ 
pointed for May 24tb. That happens to 
be the birthday of a monarch known as 
Queen Victoria, Empress of India and 
Queen of Great Britain, etc. To the friends 
of the republic, that event has no greater 
significance than the birthday of any other 
good woman whom circumstance has made 
prominent in the world’s affairs. The foreign 
patriots who assume to dictate how Amer­ 
ica shall conduct herself on about all occa­ 
sions have gathered in New York and re­ 
solved that the bridge shall not be inaugu­ 
rated on May 24tb, and that if the attempt 
is made to do so the structure shall be sent 
skyward with dynamite. 
It seems to 
make no difference whatever with them 
that the committee in fixing on that day 
did not even remember the 24th was the 
Queen’s birthday. Tue selection of that 
day had no earthly or other relation to its 
beiDg an English anniversary, any* more 
than it had relation to the 24th of May 
being the anniversary of the treaty that 
gave California to the republic, or the re­ 
peal of the Missouri Compromise, or the 
murJer of Colonel Ellsworth, and other 
notable events occurring on that date. 
Possibly the fact that the same day is the 
anniversary of the battle of Naas may have 
something to do with the howling of the 
O’Dsnnovan Rossa faction, which wonld 
find equal objection to the 26th of May, 
that recalls the battle of Tara. The Di­ 
aire was to open it speedily, and the 24th 
was the earliest day when the bridge coaid 
be made ready. Invitations have been sent 
to the President, Governors of States, and 
all arrangements have been completed for 
that day, and it will be difficnlt, in­ 
convenient and expensive to rearrange for 
another date. No day can be fixed upon 
that will not be the anniversary of some 
event, the mention of which will be disa­ 
greeable to some of those who were not 
so fortunate as to be born beneath the 
stars and stripes. Of coarse if the day 
fixed is adhered to it will be a great compli­ 
ment to Queen Victoria, though we confess 
to be nnable to see i t ; and equally of course 
if the date is changed it will be a rebuke 
to that representative of monarchy, though 
we adnlit inability to comprehend even that. 
The 25th, 26th, 27th, 28th, 29th, and so on, 
are anniversaries of events of far greater sig­ 
nificance than the luck of a Queen to be 
born. But the dynamite cranks have said 
it, and it most be so, that the date be 
changed or trouble encountered, and Amer­ 
ican citizens must submit to the humilia­ 
tion of dictation from a parcel of loud­ 
mouthed dynamite fiends, such as P. J. 
Gallagher, who annoances that dynamite 
shall be used, and the distinguished Mr. 
McCabe, who declares the bridge is doomed 
if opened on the 24th. Will these mild- 
mannered cutthroats permit the great high­ 
way to be opened on Decoration day, or do 
they think some of their friends who 
fought for the lost canse might possibly 
feel sad about it ? Sensible people are be­ 
ginning to think that it is about time this 
detestable domineering and dictation of 
foreign cliques and clans sbonld cease. 
Clannishness has gone so far latterly that 
a citizen cannot mention a date, or name 
a foreign country, or speak of a class or 
lace of people, without being subjected to 


the petty inrulfe of the wretches who ad­ 
vocate the 'butcbry of women and children 
by dynamite. This Brooklyn bridge busi­ 
ness is the first fareat by the bomb assas­ 
sins against Ameican institutions. Let it 
be hoped they wii attempt to carry it out, 
that true Amerians—foreign and native 
born—may be affo:ded the opportunity to 
rise in their majeity and drive the com­ 
munistic scum fron beneath the sheltering 
arm of a too leniem Government. 
THE QUESTION IF ADULTERATION. 
Some weeks ago ittention was directed 
to the work of the public laboratory of 
Paris in exposing the adulteration and 
falsification of winei. 
The Journal de 
Jiedfdne de Paris, in i late issue, contains 
a table of results of analyses for one 
month. It appears thit the examinations 
in the laboratory are extended to food 
also. Thus, we find a poup of results as 
follows :

The distinction between the good and 
those passable, and not injurious, is to 
be noted : it amounts to the dissimilar­ 
ity between the pure article and that which 
is partly “ doctored.” M. Girard, the 
Director, found also that the falsification 
of wines is so common in France it 
is quite difficult for tho genuine to be 
procured in Paris. 
He has noticed for 
some months in the market inferior qual­ 
ities of wines, including some Spanish 
wines, relatively rich in alcohol and some 
extracts. He discovered that these are 
adulterated very often in the country of 
production, or immediately after arrival 
in France. He notes the excessive use of 
sulphate of potassium in adulteration. 
“ For this purposo,” a.ya tho Journal, 
“ chloride of barium is employed—a sub­ 
stance which is known to be very poisonous. 
It can well be imagined how dangerous 
these 
wines 
become 
if 
this last 
substance is used in excessive quantities.” 
The question agitating scientific circles in 
France now is, “ W hat is the difference 
between a man giving hiB neighbor arsenic 
or strychnine and being hanged for it, and 
giving him chloride of barium and becom­ 
ing rich and going Bcott free?” The 
American mind to this French problem 
will suggest the answer that the difference 
is a vital one so far as it affects the perpe­ 
trator of the crime, but nil so far as it con­ 
cerns the unhappy victim. France is very 
deeply concerned over this question of 
adulteration. By her own official examina­ 
tions she has made revelations that depre­ 
ciate her wines at home and abroad, and it 
is not surprising that the producers have 
protested, and have attacked tho integrity 
of the analysis made at the municipal 
laboratory. One effect of the disclosures 
will be to increase the confidence in and 
consumption of California wines, and to 
make producers take exceeding care that 
unscrupulous dealers do not bring our 
product into like disrepute by their in­ 
famous practices, and that punishment 
shall follow all attempts of that character. 


A SAMPLE EXAMINATION. 
Those who find such small virtue in 
civil service reform have time and again 
been importuned to advance some reason 
why examinations as to competency should 
not be had in the larger number of cases, 
as a prerequisite to appointment. They 
have uniformly failed to do so. These gen­ 
tlemen may be brought to a practical consid­ 
eration of the subject, however, by citing 
for their benefit a specific instance of civil 
service examination. In the first week of 
the present month it was found necessary 
to appoint two or threo clerks in the Ap­ 
praiser’s office in New York. There were 
twenty-five applicants for the places. Un­ 
der the old regime the men Would have 
been appointed whom the'po'itical “ bosses" 
nominated, and during their entire incum­ 
bency the three clerks would have been 
subject to them in all things political. 
Their votes must have been cast, their la­ 
bor and their influence most have been ex­ 
erted, as the “ bosses ” dictated, for would 
they not owe their places to them ? They 
would, then, have been eerving, not the 
Government, but the ward Btrikers, and 
thus the latter would have been, in fact, 
so far as these positions are concerned, the 
real governing power. But under the 
civil service reform practice the appli­ 
cants were freed from slavery to the 
“ bosses.” The poor and the friendless 
clerk8 were placed on a level with those 
backed by money and “ influence.” The 
lists were kept open for a given period, and 
then the twenty-five, assurance having been 
given of the moral character of each, were 
put upon examination, and the three at­ 
taining the highest percentage Were given 
the places. Thres examiners made up the 
Board, and the candidates were subjected 
to examination in dictation, fundamental 
rules of arithmetic, fractions, percentage, 
interest, and reduction; elements of ac­ 
counts, history, geography, government 
(general questions, principally such as re­ 
late to the United States), elements of 
English grammar, writing and briefing let­ 
ters, and penmanship. Now, so far as 
these tests were concerned, what man is 
there who can point out unfairness ? Did 
not the process tend to secure for the Gov­ 
ernment the most competent clerks ? It 
may be admitted that the system is liable 
to abuses ; the examiners may be venal; 
they may be prejudiced ; they may record 
the examination credits improperly, etc., 
but these abuses are applicable to all 
human institutions, and do not affect the 
principles of the reform. 


A g r e a t d eal of matter is being printed about tbe 
bravery o f General Butler in exposing the brutali­ 
ties at the Tewksbury Aimshouse in Massachusetts, 
and Democratic journals point the finger of rebuke 
and cry, “ There, that is a sample of Republican 
rascality exposed by a Democratic Governor." Now, 
that Is the poorest and weakest kind of an argu­ 
ment. The Tewksbury cruelties are not chargeable 
to any party. The Republican party has never failed 
to prosecute for crime as quickly when the offenders 
were Repub'ican as when they were Democrats. 


A status to Peter Cooper is to b« erected in a 
square near the Cooper Institute. That is a mistake. 
The grandest monument to Peter Cooper is the 
splendid institution he founded and endowed, and 
where such a great number of poor men and women 
have received free industrial education. That Insti­ 
tution needs enlargement, and every dollar is needed 
to effect that work. Erect no statues, but expand 
Cooper’s splendid monument.

New T ore city is just now awakening to a realiz 
ing sense of tbe evils of a Chinese colony in tbe 
midst of the city. Perhaps our Manhattan brethren 
will come to think that the complaints of Califor­ 
nians after all had seme foundation in fact. 


H ig h license is now a “ lire ” question in Oakland. 
In the last number of the Tribune Hon. Charles N.

C hinese Immorality in Jiew T ort. 
N ew Y ork, May 8th.—The Herald says : 
In an article published in another co.umn 
will be found statements which, if true or 
exaggerated, demand instant investigation by 
the authorities. We refer to tho opium dens 
of Mott and Pell streets, into which are de­ 
coyed young girls and mere children, who 
soon become victims of the opium habit snd 
are speedily ruined morally and physically. 
Tho statements made by Father Barry cxn 
be easily investigated. He expresses himself 
ready and determined to fight the evil, which 
is annually ruining hundred of yonng people 
in his parochial district. Let' him be called 
on for his facta and an investigation be begun 
at once. If one-half of what ha says is true 
the opium dons of New York have already 
fastened upon this city a curse which it will 
be hard to eradicate in years. 
At a meeting of Ihe Catholic Yonng Men’s 
Association ot Transfiguration Pariah last 
evening, which is located in the very heart of 
the Chinese colony on Mott street, action was 
taken to check the growing opium-smoking 
and attendant licentiousness. Father Barry, 
honorary President, said these heathens were 
corrupting children and converting th9 neigh­ 
borhood into a hotbed of crime and debauch­ 
ery. "They are,” he continued, “ destroying 
the daiSthters of respectable parents by an 
organized system. We will call to our aid all 
the power of existing authorities, and root 
out the evil at once. We will say nothing 
now of those we know must aid and abet 
these dens of infamy, for it might frustrate 
our purpose ; but if the authorities fail to 
move, and if those whom we believe to be the 
supporters of these c.imea do not help u». and 
do their duty, we will investigate the matter 
from bottom to top, and we will give their 
names to the world.” 
The Post gives additional details of the al­ 
leged Chinese bestiality recently exposed in 
Alott street, and which has shocked the com­ 
munity. Within a stone’s throw of the 
Church of the Transfiguration, at Park and 
Mott streets, are r.t least fifty houses rented 
and wholly occupied by Chinese. The osten­ 
sible business pursued are those of grocers 
and tobacconists, but the real business is 
done in upper rooms, and consists oi gam­ 
bling, opium-smoking and bestial practices, 
which cannot be mentioned, but which^ form 
the ground for the present movement. Father 
B arry informed the reporter that within the 
last few months all disguises have been 
dropped, aad the Chinese do not attempt to 
conceal their business. They begin by giving 
candy, doeed with opium, to the little girls 
who play around the street, or who go to or 
from school or church through Mott street. 
When once the child is poisoned with opium 
candy,

by 
the hags attached to each es­ 
tablishment, and after that the ruin of 
the girls becomes easy. Father Barry esti­ 
mates that 100 little girls have been ruined 
by the horrible Bystem within the last year. 
Whenever the police have attempted to inter­ 
fere, political power has bien exercised to 
protect the Chinese, and in one case, which 
Father Eirry mentioned, a policeman had 
been warned that he would lose his place if 
he molested the Chinese in their beastialities. 
One of the members of the Transfiguration 
Association said that after the meeting last 
night he went t> Police Captain Pelty, in the 
Elizabeth-street Btation, and informed him 
that scores of yonug girls were being drugged 
in Chinese opium shops, and there ruined. 
He said he (Pelty) used profane language, 
and threatened to lock him up if he did not 
leave the station at once. On Sunday the 
place swarms with Chinamen from all parts 
oi the city, and from out of towa, who make 
of tbe neighborhood a perfect heli. 
G eneral Crook in a D elicate P osition. 
Chicago, May 8th.—A Washington special 
Bays: It is not beyond the range of proba­ 
bility that General Crook may wind up his 
little j aunt into Mexico with a Court-mar'iil. 
At any rate the Department has washed its 
hands of him, and he is going ahead upon his 
píreo nal responsibility. There has been a 
good deal of talk about the matter, and 
among other things it has bean a'leged that 
the Secretary of War allowed Crook to go 
ahead with the preparations for his expedition 
until the last moment, when his countenance 
was withdrawn in the order of eight days 
ago, which was delivered just before General 
Crook crossed the border. The War Depart­ 
ment never countenanced the expedition, be­ 
cause it had no knowledge of what Crook was 
doing. He organized the campaign upon his 
own responsibility. Day after day the proBB 
dispatches from Arizona announced that 
Crook was organizing for a raid across the 
border. Finally, although not a word came 
from Crook himself, the Secretary came to 
the conclusion that something must be going 
on. Day after day he inquired if anything 
had been heard from Crook, and the report 
was always the same, "nothing.” A week 
passed, and on Saturday the Secretary deter­ 
mined not to let tbs matter proceed further 
without setting the Department right, and ho 
sent a dispatch reminding Crock that no 
crossing of troops into Mexico could take 
place, except in accordance with the interna­ 
tional agreement. Crook replied that the 
message had just reached him at the boun­ 
dary, and that nothing would be done in con­ 
travention of the agreement. With this he 
went on, and has placed himself in a very 
delicate position. The Department haviogso 
far called his attention to the law, the of­ 
fense, if there prove to be any, in the end 
rests with the General personally. 
R ights of C hief M oses. 
W ashington, May 8th.—It is understood 
the case of Chief Moses has been considered 
by the Cabinet, and it is the impression that 
he has some grounds for his complaints 
against the Secretary of the Interior. Chief 
Moses’ band had a reservation set aside for 
them in Northern Washington, but they re­ 
fused to go upon it. It was accordingly, in 
part, taken away from them. This made 
Moses eo mad that he declined to receive fur­ 
ther communications from the Interior De- 
partnsent unless they came through the Sec­ 
retary of War, and demanded a chance to 
come to Washington and see the President 
about it. The Secretary of the Interior was 
inclined to refuse him permission to leave his 
country on such a mission. It is understood, 
however, that the Cabinet holds that he 
should be heard, and that neglect to occupy 
the reservation given under the treaty does 
not afford an excuse for taking the land 
away. Land granted under this treaty is 
vested property, and the title 1s not lost be­ 
cause it is not used. Moses seems to have 
tho best tide of the controversy, so far.

F rightfu l Storm at D enver. 
Denver (Col.), May 8th.—A hail-stirm 
which visited Denver to-day was the heaviest 
ever known. The day was ushered in by a 
heavy Bhower of rain, but at 9 o’clcck the 
sky cleared, and the day promised to be ex­ 
ceptionally fine. However the sky again be­ 
came overcast, terrific thunder and lightning 
announced the approach of the storm, and 
with increased fury. Soon rain drops and 
hailstones were coming down together. The 
streets were immediately deserted, the vio­ 
lence of tho storm rendering it unsafe for any 
one to be out. Incredible as It msy seem, 
fully eight inches of hailstonee—some as large 
as plums—fell in the lower part of the city in 
thirty minutes. The street ear drivers un­ 
hitched their horses and sought shelter where 
they could. Horses insecurely hitched broke 
loose, and went tearing through ths streets, 
which being deserted, no ona was injured. 
The storm lasted fully an hour. Countless 
windows were broken, gardens dismantled, 
trees stripped of faliaga and cellars flooded: 
Lightning struck in several places in the city, 
and strange to say no one was fatally injured. 
A Chinese house was crushed by the weight 
of the hailstones, and the inmates dangerous­ 
ly hnrt. From tha fact that the storm was 
entirely local, the damage to crops and fruit 
trees is comparatively light.

T hunder and L ightning at O m aha. 
O m aha, May Sth.—At 3 o'clock this morn­ 
ing a very heavy rain-storm, accompanied by 
terrific thunder and lightning, begar, and 
continued several hours, doing considerable 
damage. The Central Telephone Exchange 
was struck by lightning, and the building 
took fire, but tbe flames were extinguished by 
tbe Fire Department. 
All telephone com­ 
munications will be suspended for ten Jaye. 
Several houses were struck by lightning, and 
were more or less damaged ; but no persons 
were seriously injured. A new brick build­ 
ing erected by tho Woodman Linseed Oil 
Company was undermined by water and de­ 
molished. Loss, S10.000. Numerous cellars 
were flooded, aud stocks of goods damaged. 
Over two inches of rain fell in one hour.

New York, May 8;h.—The Times says :

the hight of folly. 
Labor and C apital. 
N ew Y o rk , May S;h. —Hard coal shovelers 
having got an advance of wages, the trim­ 
mers and soft-coal shovelers new ask an in­ 
crease. 
P ittsburg, May 8:h.—It was reported last 
evening that several lodges of the Amal­ 
gamated Associations have inaugurated a 
movement which it is thought will result in 
sn offer to compromise the dispu'.e of wages 
of mill workmen next year ou the basis of a 
general reduction of 10 per cent. Officers of 
the Amalgamated Association re fuse to affirm 
or deny the report. The manufacturers say 
that tbe offer to compromise would be ac­ 
cepted. 
This afternoon Secretary Flannery, of the 
Coal Miners’ Association, filed a petition in 
the Prothonotary’s office for the appointment 
of a Trades Tribunal, under tbe Wallace. 
Act, to settle the differences between railroad 
operators and miners. 
St. Louis, May 8th.—The strikers of the 
Western Co-opetative mines in West Belle­ 
ville Bet fire to the mine last night, when un­ 
occupied by workmen, and tho fire has been 
burning all day. Last night there was much 
trouble, and those who attempted to work 
were intimidated by tho strikers. The West­ 
ern Cc-operative is the largest mine in Belle­ 
ville district. The loss will amount to nearly 
8100.000. 
Bullían* W ho Should be gkinned AUve. 
Hartford, May 8th.—At 1 o’clock this 
morning the residence of Mrs. Moore, at 
West Hartford, was entered by two burglars. 
After ransacking the house one of the ruffians, 
with a drawn pistol, stood oa the top of ths 
stairs and kept Mrs. Moore and a crippled 
granddaughter on the second floor while th9 
other outraged another granddaughter on the 
loser floor. The girl was then assaulted by 
the burglar who kept guard, his companion 
taking his place on the stairs. The girl is in 
a precarious condition.

C olum bus (Ohio), May 8ih.—Official dis­ 
patches received from the other States by the 
Ohio Board of Agriculture, give the following 
as the total probabilities—that is, acreage and 
condition combined: Winter and spring 
wheat in tbe following States : Kansas, 93;

A PREMATURE DECISION. 
Hearing so much of Courts and seeing 
so much of lawyers recently reminds us of 
an incident that our Congressman, Hon. 
Seab. Reese, used to tell of while Solicitor- 
General on this judicial circuit. 
The Supreme Court was in session in one 
of the lower counties of the circuit, and 
the Solicitor, with the counsel for defense, 
was engaged in the selection of a jnry for 
the trial of a man charged w ith murder.

“ Call the next juror, Mr. Clerk,” said 
the solicitor for the hundredth time. 
The clerk called ont the name, and an old 
man with an honest face and a suit of blue 
jeans clothes rose up in his place, and the 
solicitor asked the following customary 
questions : 
“ Have yon, from having seen the crime 
committed, or haviDg heard any of the evi­ 
dence delivered under oath, formed or ex­ 
pressed an opinion as to the gnilt or inno­ 
cence of the prisoner at the bar ?” 
“ No, sir.” 
“ Is there any bias or prejudice resting 
on your mind for or against the prisoner at 
the bar 
‘‘None, sir.” 
“ Is your mind perfectly impartial be­ 
tween the State and the accused ?” 
“ It is.” 
“ Are you opposed to capital punish­ 
ment ?” 
“ I’m not.” 
All the questions had been answered and 
the Court was congratulating itself on hav­ 
ing another jnror, when the solicitor in sol­ 
emn tones said : 
“ Juror, look upon the prisoner; pris­ 
oner, look upon the jurdV." 
Tbe old man adjusted his spectacles and 
peeringly gazed at the prisoner for fall half 
a minute, when he turned bis eyes toward 
the Court and earnestly said : 
“ Judge, I’ll be condemned if I don’t be­ 
lieve he’s guilty. 
It is useless to add that the Court was 
considerably exasperated at having lost a 
juror, but the more humorously inclined 
had a good langh out of the old man’s 
premature candor.—[Elberton (Ga.)

Interesting Letter 
from Immigration 
Commissioner I. N. Hoag. 
E d s. R ecord-U nion : I have spent two 
days very profitably in this county, in study­ 
ing the irrigation and colony systems adopted 
so successfully here. I found the enterprising 
people fully alive to the importance of my 
mission East, and ready to place every pos­ 
sible facility at my disposal for gaining a cor­ 
rect estimate of the county’s resources. 
In a short letter I can give but a hurried 
outline of those resources. This is, rs to area, 
the third county in the Scats, containing 
about 5,000,000 acres of territory, of which 
2,000,000 have been classed as agricultural 
lands. This area stretches fully across the 
San Joaquin, about opposite the Bay of Mon­ 
terey on the coast. The Boil varies in its 
composition, but is generally a light loam, 
mixed well with decomposed granite, espe­ 
cially on the east Bide of the valley, where my 
observations have been made. The Boil is 
rich in vegetable food, and only needs water 
to develop its producing qualities. 
The San Joaquin and Kings rivers afford 
an abundance ot water to irrigate the whole 
valley portion of tha county, and, I believe, 
the whole valley from Visalia down. There 
are suits pending in the Coarts to settle the 
claims and rights of riparian owners and ap- 
propriators for Irrigation. Whatever may 
be the decision of the Courts tho water muse 
and will be used for rendering fertile this 
great valley. If the laws as they stand will not 
permit or sustain the use of the water for 
such purposes, then they mnst and will be 
changed to that end. The people of the valley 
have confidence in this result, and are going 
right forward in extending old irrigation 
canals and ditches, and in projecting and 
constructing new ones, and in a very few 
years hence there will be no considerable 
section of the valley in Fresno not under irri­ 
gation and cultivation. When this shall be 
the case I have reason to believe, from what 
I have seen of the truly wonderful productive­ 
ness of the irrigated sections, that Fresno 
will te the richest agricultural county in the 
State. 
There is a. hard pin of cemented soil under­ 
lying a large section of the valley portion of 
the county, averaging from three to ten feet 
below the surface, aud the general elope of 
this bard pan and the surfaca is about six to 
seven feet to the mile. Though this slope is 
not an uninterrupted incline, it ¡s e o neaily so 
as to interfere but little with a complete aud 
very economical system of irrigation. The 
climate of Fresno is one ot tbe most agree­ 
able and at the same time most favorable for 
vegetable production in the State. The only 
present drawback—the parched surface and 
driving sand and dust-storms in the summer 
seasons—will disappear with the general 
adoption and practice cf irrigation. 
Whenever water has been brought npon and 
the land properly cultivated, tha most mar­ 
velous fertility and production has followed. 
Indeed, it has been proven by an abundance 
of practical instances that forty acres under 
application of water has with careful man* 
sgemect brought its owDer a greater net in­ 
come (and this is certain) than the average cf 
wheat-growers receive in sections where irri­ 
gation is not deemed necessary. The grape 
for wine and for raisins comes into bearing 
here the Becond year from the cutting, and 
the third year produces a fair and paying 
crop, and the fourth year will produce heavi­ 
ly, say from fonr to six tons to the acre. No 
better wines or raisins are made any where 
than in this county. The colony system of 
settling the lands has been worked np very 
near to perfection here, and the very best and 
astonishing results are being realized. 
The city of Fresno—the capital of the 
county—is already the center of one of the 
most prosperous and enterprising sections of 
the entire State. The Burton vineyard, the 
Eisen vineyard, the Eggles vineyard, the 
Butler, Forsyth & Briggs vineyards, com­ 
prising in all some two thousand acres of 
vines, and the Fresno, the Central, Wash­ 
ington and olher colonies, are in the immedi­ 
ate vicinity. A ride to and through any one 
of these will fill wiih wonder and astonish­ 
ment every observer—even those who have 
resided iu this State since 1849, and observed 
the wonders in agricultural and horticultural 
developments bo irequently met with here. 
This city has a great fnture before it, and 
when there shall be a railr- ad built from the 
Sm 'htrn Pacific to the Yosemite Falls or 
valley, I think the switch will be at the city 
ot Fresno. 
We found the business and Eolid men of 
the county engaged in a move looking to a 
compromise by the county with the railroad 
company of the taxes now in dispute, upon 
the basis of a proposition from the company 
for that purpose. It will doubtless be set­ 
tled at the next meeting of the Board of Su­ 
pervisors. This will place the county in 
tunds to pay off its debts and to inaugurate 
a system oi public improvements to keep 
pace with the rapidly settling up cf the 
county and with private enterprises being 
pushed forward. 
Permit me to remark before closing that 
the people of Fresno know how to place their 
advantages before the public and to secure 
a favorable impression upon strangers, and 
they propose to leave no stone unturned to 
get their share of the desirabla immigrants 
the Immigration Commissioner will send to 
th¡3 State. The real estate agents here need 
no instructions an to putting land upon the 
market and to secure purchasers. 
They, 
however, are wonderfully successful in sat­ 
isfying all purchasers with their bargains. 
We saw no one dissatisfied with his invest­ 
ment here.

LOCAL iNTELLICENGE. 


CONTRAST IS 
OUR FAVOR. 


An Eastern dispatch s a y s: 
“ The police 
made a descent upon a party of cock-fightera 
on the outskirts of New York Tuesday. 
Several Aid to the roof of a barr, and jump­ 
ing to the ground, were seriously injured.” 
That was shameful conduct on the part of the 
New York pilice, and in bold contrast with 
the humane considerations of our Sacra­ 
mento officers. Here Con. Mooney has kept 


a cock pit right in the heart of Sacramento, 
and given cock-fights at regular intervals 
from the assembling of the late Legislature 
until a short time since, and without the 
least tendency to any such disgraceful raid 
as that made in New York. Our Chief of 
Police 
and hi3 
force knew very 
well 
that any attempt to interfere with such 
harmless 
amusement 
as 
cock-fighting, 
especially 
when 
a 
deep 
interest 
was 
centered upon a fight in progress—and 
perhaps most of those present had money 
up on the contest—would only tend to ereate 
confusion and just such needless injuries as 
resulted at New York. Therefore, purely 
out of humane considerations for the lives 
and legs of the legislators—and especially to 
preserve Con Lee from harm—not only did 
our police officers refrain from making a de­ 
scent upon the premises, but were careful not 
to be seen in the neighborhood during cock- 
fighting hours, for iear their presence might 
ba misunderstood and a disastrous stampede 
follow, in which, perhaps, half of the ma­ 
jority side of tbs Legislature might have 
been killed. 
If the Chief of Police of New York has 
no batter control over his officers than to let 
them rush pell-mell into such an innocent 
scene as a cock-fight, and cause the indis­ 
criminate breaking of legs and neckr, that 
city would do well to choose his successor, 
without delay, from Sacramento. 
Another noticeable feature of the short­ 
comings of the officers at New York is that it 
was “ on the outskirts ” of the ci y where the 
cock-fight was held and the raid was com­ 
mitted. 
This again shows the docility and 
superiority of our peace officers both in and 
out of the city. 
The pit at East Park, 
where cock-fighting has for several months 
be6n carried on regularly on Sunday after­ 
noon for the [benefit of those who might 
wish to engage in those health-giving exer­ 
cises, and for the moral and intellectual ad­ 
vancement of the young, by which they were 
largely attended, has been sacredly guarded 
by an uninterrupted absence of all officers, 
and the fullest constitutional liberties for 
running a double-decked cock-pit has been 
maintained. These instances show some of 
the superior ad- antages which Sacramentaos 
eejoy over most of the cities of the United 
States, if not of the civilized world.

TWO WIVES AT 
THE 
SAKE 
2 IK E. 


The Career of a MUlwrlght—Interesting 
Developments In a Probate Case. 
YeBterday in the Superior Court, before 
Judge Armstrong, the matter of the estate of 
Henry Sholl, Sr., deceased, came on for hear­ 
ing. 
Depositions, affidavits, letters, etc , 
introduced by counsel as .evidence, developed 
what had been to Sholl at least an eventful 
life, showing that he had two wives with 
children at the same time ia two different 
States. From the evidence the following 
brief history of Shoil and his families is given : 
Henry Sholl was born December 22, 1811, 
on a farm in Hempfield township, Westmore 
land county, Penusylvania. Early in life he 
learned the millwright trade, and followecrit 
through life. Arriving at years of discretion 
—22 years of age—he was married to a Jady 
named Elizabeth Atts. The then happy 
couple took up a residence on the old home­ 
stead, where they lived for about three years. 
Two sons were born to them. In 1836 the 
husband left for the West, stopping for some 
time in Ohio. His family were left behind, 
but for what reason is not known. He was 
next beard from in Illinois in 1841, but letters 
written at that time showed that he ha! pre­ 
viously been in Missouri and Texas. From 
1841 to 1845 he resided in Moline, Rock 
Island county, 111 , and in the latter year, on 
July 13'b, he was married to Abigail R. 
Sears. 
By this union there were six children 
born, three of whom are now living. 
In 1856 
Sholl, accompanied ty the second family, 
made a visit to his mother and sister, who 
were then living in their old home in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
He aud family remaiued there 
during the winter of 1856-57, and then they 
went to Minnesota, stopping a short time at 
Moline, and located on the Mississippi river 
at a point about twenty miles above St Paul. 
Here he went into business extensively, among 
other things owning and running a large b»w- 
milL In 1859 he failed in business in the 
latter State, and his family returned to Mo­ 
line, 111. He turned up next in the fall of 
1851) in Fayette, Missouri, from which place 
he wrote a letter to his son Jacob, by his 
first wife, then in Pennsylvania. In this 
letter, speaking of his second wife, he says: 
“ I have got a very smart woman, but not the 
beat nalured in the world; but she is the 
best houee-keeper I ever got acquainted with.” 
He said he would like to see the folks ia Pena- 
sylvauia, including his first wife, and won­ 
dered if she would like to see him. 
He was 
aware at that tima that his first wife had 
married again in 1850, but he told his son 
when he aaBwered the letter to address the 
writer as ‘ cousin,” “ for,” he said, " there 
are none of my acquaintances in the West 
that küow of my having ever had a family 
before I came West, and if my wife should 
find it out. she would no doubt raise a breezs, 
and it might create much trouble.” Shell 
told his son in this letter about how he 
had 
traveled 
on foot over Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Iowa and Illinois, and closes 
by advising him to come to the West. 
On May 18, 1862, his second wife died at 
Moline, 111., and, as stated in a letter, in 
Sholl’s arms. 
For the next few years he 
wandered over the Mississippi valley and the 
Pacific coast. 
He was in Benicia in 1868, 
erecting a flouring mill, and some time pre­ 
viously was in Oregon. 
In 1872 and 1873 
he build a mill in Rock Island, 111, 
In 1874 
he came to California again. From Folsom, 
December 21, 1874, he wrote to his nephew, 
Jacob A. Altman, who was then residing on 
the farm on which he (Sholl) was born. He 
said he was then five miles south of Folsom 
and twenty-four miles east of Sacramento 
city. 
He spoke of the beautiful Bpring 
weather, the fine country, and expressed 
a very flattering opinion 
of 
the city 
of Sacramento. 
He 
Baid he had seen 
$160,000 in 820 pieces on a single bank 
coudtut and Baid there were four other just 
such tanks in the city. On October 16, 1875, 
he wrote a letter to Pennsylvania from St. 
Helena, Napa county, and spoke in the same 
glowipg terms of that section of the St?te. 
In the isme year he was heatd from in Kel- 
seyvilie. He must have left for the East 
soon afterwards, for he visited the Centennial 
Exposition building in Philadelphia, and 
also made a trip to Westmoreland county, 
In 1877 he was in Moline, 111. 
The year 1879 found Stoll back in the 
Golden State. When the Odd Fellow^’ Bank 
in this city failed he had $2,000 deposited in 
it. F >r this he took stock in the People’s 
Bank. This venture evidently soured him 
on the before grand State, as the fallowing 
quotation from a letter written from Oak­ 
ville, Napa county, February 5. 1880, and 
addressed to “ Mr. Jacob Sholl’’ (his eldest 
son), will show : “ There are too many mill­ 
ionaires in California. They have got all 
their rlchc-s by swindling and cheating the 
community. There are very few rich people 
here iQ California that can be trusted. 
Bankers and all Bwindle the community if 
they get the chance, and them that they 
can’t swindle they will rob. No one is safe 
here if .he has $100. If he can’t be swin­ 
dled cut of it in same way they will 
rob 
him, 
even 
if 
they 
have 
to 
kill 
him. 
They 
are 
bound 
to 
have 
the meney. 
No person is safe here to travel 
a-foot won horseback, and not even in the 
stage. 
There are the most daring robbers in 
this citmtry that there are in the world. 
They think no more of a man’s life than you 
would 
a squirrel’s.” 
So completely dk- 
í usted -did he evidently become with the 
State that he left it iu the fall of 1880, going 
direatlv to Moline, 111. Here he stopped hat 
a few days, and left for Pennsylvania. One 
of his son3 (by his second wife) accompanied 
him to the depot when be departed, and 
this witness testified that his father Etated 
that he would be hack to Illinois again. 
He 
was not 
in very 
good 
health at the 
time. 
Ariiving in the Keystone State, 
he repaired to the farm on which he was 
born, it being still owned by his nephew, J. 
A. Altman, previously mentioned. Accord­ 
ing to the evidence of the last-named and 
several other witnesses, Sholl expressed a de­ 
sire trf stay there, or to consider that his 
heme, eo that if he should become sick he 
would have some place to step. 
He re­ 
mained around that place until a year ago 
the present month, when he died on the same 
farm on which he had been born 71 years 
before. 
The deposition of his first wife says that 
about six weeks after Shall left her she re­ 
ceived a letter from him, written at his 
uncle’s in Ohio, end that he continued to 
write at intervals from various parts of the 
country, for the next five or six years. These 
letters were all destroyed by ths burning of 
a house. This wife was married to a man 
named Koons, February 14, 1S50, and has 
never been divorced from Sholl. She now 
lays claim to the estate. 
The deposition of his second wife’s father, 
now residing at Moline, 111., BayB that most 
of the time from 1845 to the time of his death 
Sholl was engaged in the business of a mill­ 
wright and building and rep tiring mills in 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Illinois, lows, Mis­ 
souri, Louisiana, California and Oregon. The 
last work Sholl did for his father-in-law was 
in 1872 and 1873, when be built a mill in 
Rock Island.

Those who lay claim to the estate 
as heirs are two sons and one daughter by his 
second wife—Henry Sholl, cow living in Mo­ 
line, 111., Mr?. Mary Turner, residing at Mil­ 
ford, Nebraska, and Frank Sholl, who is 
somewhere in Dakota ; the two sons by bis 
first wife—John Sholl, residing at Sewickley- 
ville, Allegheny county,|and Jacob Shell, 
Shiptocville, Clarion county, Pa., and Mrs. 
Koons, Sholl’s first wife. 
Sholl had deserted his wife a sufficient 
number of years previous to her second mar* 
riage to make the marriage valid under the 
laws of Pennsylvania. 
The estate is being administered upon in 
three States—Pennsylvania, Illinois and Cal­ 
ifornia. The Illinois administrator sncaeeded 
iu getting the Iowa property. In the Supe­ 
rior Court of this county Clinton L. White 
appears for the Pennsylvania heirs, and the 
Illinois heirs are represented by Freeman & 
Bates. 
The question before the Court yesterday 
was low to ditpese of the estate—whether it 
should be sent to the administrator in Penn- 
sy 1 v*Eia, the administrator in Illinois or he dis­ 
tributed to the heirs. If the latter, then the 
question presents itself very forcibly, Who 
are the heirs? Another, aDd perhaps the firs’, 
question is, Where was Sboll’s home * After 
the attorneys had argued the case several 
hou.ri yesterday, the Coort and counsel on 
botb^ides appeared to be further at sea, as it 
wen% than when the hearing of the matter 
was commenced. It was then agreed that 
the farther hearing should be postponed un­ 
til Monday, Juiy 23, to give counsel time to 
hunti for further and more convincing evi­ 
dence.
